DEPARTURE FROM CADIZ ON SECOND 


VOYAGE OF DISCOVERY: CRUISING 
AMONG THE ISLANDS : DISCONTENT 
AND ATTEMPTED RE VOLT: SEARCH 
ING FOR GOLD: MEN WITH TAILS. 


TENTH ARTICLE.

Columbus was now an administrator 


over a new government, untried arid un- 
divided. On the 7th of October, 1493, 
the Meet sailed, but it was not until the 
13lb that the gentle winds had taken 
them beyond Ferro and the unbounded 
sea was about the Great Admiral. He 
bore away much more to the south than 
in his first voyage, so as to strike, if he 
could, the islands that were so constant- 
ly spoken of, the year previous, as lying 
southeast from Espanola. The ultimate 
port was, of course, the harboi of La 
Navidad, and he bad issued sealed or- 
ders or instructions to all his command- 
el's to guide anyone who should part 
company with the fleet. In ten days 
they kid overshot the longitude of the 
Sargasso Sea without seeing it, leaving 
its floating weeds to the north. 


On Saturday, November 2d, the lead- 


era compared reckonings. Some thought 
they had come 780 leagues from Ferro; 
others, 800. There was anxiety and 
weariness on board. 
The constant 


fatigue of bailing out the ships which 
had sprung leaks during a recent gale, 
had disheartening effects upon the mix- 
ed mass of humanity on board. On the 
3d they readied au island and on ac- 
count of its being Sunday named It 


Dominica." On 
finding 
no 
good 


anchorage, Columbus left one vessel to 
continue the search, while lie passed on 
to another island which he named from 
his ship, ''Marigalante." Here he land- 
ed, sei up the royal banner in token of 
possession of the group,—for he had seen 
six isl.mds. The lofty volcanic peak of 
anoth jr island attracted Columbus' at- 
tention, and, sailing up to it, he could 
see C2.scades on the sides of this emi- 
nence. Remembering that he had prom- 
ised the Monks of Our Lady of Guada- 
loupe. in Istramadura, to place some 
token of them in this strange world, so 
he gave this island the name of ''Guada- 
loupe." Lauding the next day a week 
of wo aders followed. 


Air ong other things which they dis- 


covered on the island were a large col- 
lection of human bones which complete- 
ly horrified them, for they were seeking 
confirmation of the stories of cannibal- 
ism o;: which Columbus had heard so 
much on his first voyage. Among the 
accounts of these early experiences of 
the f-paniards with the native people, 
the story of cannibalism is a constant 
theme. To circulate such stories en- 
hanced the wonder with which Europe 
was to be impressed. The cruelty of 
the custom was not altogether unwel- 
come to warrant a retaliatory merciless- 
ness on the part of the Spaniards towards 
the Indians. Historians have not whol- 
ly decided that this is enough to account 
for the most positive statements about 
man-eating tribes. Irving remarks that 
the preservation of parts of the human 
body, among the natives of Espanola 
was looked upon as a native offering to 
ancestors, and it may have needed only 
prejudice to convert such a custom into 
cannibalism when found with the Caribs. 
The adveiituressness of the nature of 
this fierce people .and their wanderings 
in war naturally served to sharpen their 
intellects beyond the passive unobserv- 
ance of the pacific tribfe on which they 
preyed; so they became more readily, 
for this reason, the possessors of any 
passion or vice that the European in- 
stinct craved to fasten somewhere upon 
a strange people. The contiguity of 
these two races, the fierce Caribs and 
the timid tribes of the more northern 
islands, has long puzzled the ethnol- 
ogists. 


When Columbus sailed from Guada- 


loupe he steered for Espanola. He pass- 
ed various islands and when he came to 
the island named by him, "Santa Cruz," 
he found it still a region of Caiibs. It 
was here the Spaniards had their first 
fight with this fierce people in trying to 
capture a canoe filled with them. The 
canoe was overturned, but the Indians 
fought in the water so courageously 
that some of the Spanish bucklers were 
pierced with the native poisoned arrows, 
and one of the Spaniards died from a 
wound inflicted by one of the women. 
All the Caribs were finally captured and 
placed in irons on board ship. 


Proceeding thence and passing a group 


of wild and craggy islets which Columbus 
named after St. Ursula and her Eleven 
Thousand Virgins, he soon reached the 
island now called Porto Rico, which the 
captives pointed out as their home and 
the usual field of the Carib incursions. 
The island struck the strangers by its 
size and many harbors, in one of which 
they finally anchored. Two days later 
the fleet weighed anchor and steered for 
La STavidad. 


On the 2"th of November, Columbus 


cast anchor opposite the fort, about a 
league from land. It was too late to 
see anything more than the outlines of 
the hills. He fired two cannons but 
there was no response except the echoes. 
The Spaniards looked in vain for lights 
onshore. The darkness was mysterious 
and painful. Before midnight a canoe 
was heard approaching, and a native 
asked for the Admiral. The natives 
were not willing to board the vessel till 
Columbus showed himself. The for- 
malities of the meeting being over, Co- 
lumbus inquired for Diego de Arana and 
his men. 
The replies were in effect that 


sickness, dissension and separation, and 
a sudden attack of a mountain chief, 
who burned both fort and village, caus- 
ed the dispersion of the garrison. The 
account of this midnig-ht interview 
leaves the inference to bo drawn that 
Columbus did not get quite so clear an 
idea of tbe fate of his colony. 


The new-comers passed a disturbed 


night with an increasing mistrust, and 
when the dawn came the harbor appear- 
ed desolate. Columbus landed and saw 
all for himself. Later in the day a few 
natives were lured by friendly signs to 
come near enough to talk with the in- 
terpreter. The story in much of its 
details was gradually drawn out, and 
Columbus finally possessed himself of a 
pretty clear conception of tbe course of 


the disastrous events. It was a tale of 
cruelty, avarice and sensuality towards 
the natives on the part of the Spaniards, 
and of jealousy and brawls among them- 
selves. No word of the governor had 
been sufficient to restrain their outburst 
of passionate encounter and no sense of 
insecurity could deter them from the 
most foolhardy risks while away from 
the fort's protection. Of this dissension 
the wily Indians were soon apprised, 
and emboldened thereby, and by con- 
cert of several chiefs, an attack on the 
fort was determined. The onset was 
sudden and effective, and the dismal 
ruins of the fort and village were enough 
to confirm the story. Other confirma- 
tions followed. The savages' perfidy 
also played an important part in the de- 
struction of the small bund of Spaniards 
left at La Navidad. 


Columbus made up his mind that the 


vicinity of his hapless foil was not a 
good site for the town which he intend- 
ed to build. There was need of haste 
in the decision. The men were weary 
of their coiifiuementon ship-board. The 
horses and other animals suffered from 
like restraint. On December 7th the 
entire fleet weighed anchor and proceed- 
ed farther East. Stress of weather 
caused them to put into harbor, which 
on examination seemed favorable for 
their building project. The roadstead 
was wide. A rocky point offeied a site 
for a citadel. There were two rivers 
winding close by ail attractive country 
and capable of running mills. The dis- 
embarkation began and days of busy 
exertion followed. In later years, the 
Spaniards regulated all the formalities 
and prescribed witli piecisioii the pro- 
ceedings in the laying out of towns in 
the Xew World, but Columbus had no 
such directions to guide him in this 
instance. The planting of a settlement 
was a novel and untried undertaking. 
If was a natural thought to commem- 
orate in the Xew Christian City the 
great patroness of his undertaking, and 
the settlement bore fiom the first the 
name of iMbclln. His engineers laid 
out square and street. A site for the 
church was marked, another for a pub- 
lic store house, another for the house of 
the Admiral, all of stone. The ruins of 
these three buildings are the most con- 
spicuous lelics in the piesent abandoned 
and solitary waste. 


It was not long before this mixed hu- 


manity was a colony of camp hospitals, 
about one-half the people being incapac- 
itated for labor. In the midst of all his 
down-heartedness Columbus 
himself 


succumbed, and for some weeks was un- 
able to direct the trying state of affairs, 
except as he could do so in the intervals 
of his lassitude. The slaps had dis- 
charged their cargoes anil Uy ready for 
the return voyage. Columbus had de- 
pended on the exertions of the little 
colony at La Navidad to amass a store 
of gold, &c.,wiUi which to laden the re- 
turning vessels. He knew the disap- 
pointment which would arise if they 
should carry little else than the dismal 
tale of disaster. Nothing lay on his 
mind more mightily than this mortifica- 
tion and misfortune. So an expedition 
to Ciboa was organized to explore that 
mountain range, which forms the middle 
part of the Island, and was pointed out 
by the natives as the place where gold 
could be found. 
The rude inhabitants 


of the mountains were .13 friendly as 
those of the valley. Every stream they 
passed glittered with paiticles of gold in 
its sand. The natives had an expert 
way of separating the metal, and the 
Spaniard flattered them for their skill. 
Occasionally a nugget was found. 
If 


all this was found on the surface, argued 
Columbus, what must be the wealth in 
the bowels of these astounding moun- 
tains '; From other directions similar 
and exaggerated stories were received. 
It was stories like these which prepared 
the way for the future reaction in Spain 
which culminated in the ruin and down- 
fall of Columbus. 


There was now material for a spirited 


dispatch to his sovereigns, and Colum- 
bus hastened to write it. lie also 
among other things stated: "We want 
cattle; tl'ey could be paid for in Carib 
(Indian) slaves. Let yearly caravels 
conduct this trade. It will be easy, 
with the boats which are now building, 
to capture a plenty of these savages." 
Dating this dispatch on January 30th, 
1494, the man who was ambitious to be- 
come the fist slave driver in the New 
World praised God for what he contem- 
plated and asked his sovereigns to ap- 
prove. The poor creatures who wander- 
ed about the cabins of the Spaniards 
were fast forming their own comments, 
which were quite as astute as that of 
their oppressors. Holding up a piece of 
gold, the natives learned to say, and 
Columbus had given them the first lesson 
in such philosophy, '-Behold the Chris- 
tians'God.'' 


When the fleet was about to depart 


for Spain, discontent began to show 
itself, all wanted to return. The dreams 
of ease and plenty that had sustained 
them in their embarkation were but de- 
lusions, added to shoit rations, the re- 
sult of jobbery on the part of contract- 
ore in furnishinginferior supplies. Secret 
intrigues and plans to seize the remain- 
ing ships and return to Spain were con- 
certed. This done, the mutineers ex- 
pected to justify their conduct by charg- 
es against'the Admiral, and a statement 
of them had already been drawn up by 
Bernal Diaz. The mutiny, however, 
was discovered, and Columbus had the 
first of his many experiences in sup- 
pressing a revolt. The prompt action 
of the Admiral caused questions of his 
authority to be raised, and the event 
left a rankling passion among many of 
the colonists, against what was called 
Columbus' vindictiveness andpresump- 
tious zeal. With it all was a feeling 
that a foreigner was oppressing them. 


Search for gold continued to be made, 


Columbus himself accompanied one ex- 
pedition. In their ascent of the rugged 
slopes of the Ciboa mountains, they 
could occasionally turn from their toil 
to look back over the luxuriant valley 
which they were leaving, and lose their 
vision in its vast extent. Las Casas de- 
scribes it as eighty leagues one way and 
twenty or thirty the other. It was a 
scene of bewildering beauty that they 
left behind. Columbus thought he saw 
signs of gold, amber, lapizlazula, copper 
and one knows not what else of wealth, 
all about, him, he was content to estab- 
lish his fortified position hereabouts, 
without pushing further. Here he built 
his fort which he named St. Thomas, 
Eecent travelers say that an overgrowth 
of trees now covers traces of the founda- 
tions. Columbus returned to Isabella 
after having given instruction about 
building the fort. 


The tidings from the new fort in the 
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mountains which soon came in by mes- 
senger were not so cheering, for it seem- 
ed to be the story of La Navidad re- 
peated. The license of the garrison had 
stirred up the natives. 


The condition of things at Isabella 


was anything but pleasant, intermittent 
fever was making sad havoc in the lit- 
tle colony, the humidity of the climate 
and a prodigal waste of the unwhole- 
some provisions necessitated the strict- 
est economy. Dying voices cursed the 
delusion which had brought them to the 
New World, the victims as they claim- 
ed, of the avarice and deceit of a hated 
alien to their race. Supinenss in the 
commander would have brought every- 
thing in the colony to a disastrous close. 
Columbus therefore 
determined 
on 


further explorations. He took three of 
the smallest of his caravels and com- 
menced a cruise westerly until he reach- 
ed the Island of Jamaica of which he 
took possession and gave it the name of 
"Santiago,"' but this name did not sup- 
plant the native Ju.uvu.ca.. Continuing 
a west course along the island and ob- 
serving the natives on the way whom 
they found more martial and better 
sailors than any they had seen since 
they left the Carib Islands. 


Keaching the extreme westerly end of 


Jamaica and finding -the wind setting 
right for Cuba, Columbus shifted his 
course thither. The people were every- 
where friendly. 
They told him that 


Cuba was an island, but of such extent 
that they had never seen the end oC it; 
but this did not convince Columbus that 
it was other than the mainland, believ- 
ing it to be the Cathay be was looking 
for. 


He steered towards a mountainous 


region, where be again landed and open- 
ed intercourse with a pacific tribe. An 
old cacique referred to the province of 
Mangon as lying farther west. Tbis 
name was enough to rekindle the imag- 
ination of the Admiral. Was not Man- 
gi the richest of t' e provinces that Sir 
John Mandeville had spoken of ? He 
lamed also that a people with tails lived 
there just as that veracious uarrator bad 
described, and they wore long garments 
to conceal that appendage. What a 
sight a procession of these Asiatics 
would make in p.nother reception at the 
Spanish Court.

over 200 distingnisbed Americanists, the 
whole assemblage being nuited in tbe single 
desire to cement the friendship existing be- 
tween people of tbe old and new world*. 
Tbe fetes will be of a manifold character. 
There will be exbibitiona of arts and antiq- 
uities, and of agricultural and industrial 
implements and machinery, imposing spec- 
tacles and pageant* of the middle ages, a 
great international bone show and enfer- 
tainmenta of rariona kinds.

sion, who bas remained in Madrid to arrange 
for tbe participation of tbe Spanish govern- 
ment in tbe World's Fair, bas succeeded in 
obtaining tbe appointment of an influential 
committee in Madrid, composed of Spanish 
grandees and persons of note.

crossed the threshold of the Senate." 


CONDEMNED BY THE PEOPLE. 


Such a policy, if sanctioned by law, wouli 


mean the dominance of a self-perpetuatini 
oligarchy of office-holders, and the part 
first entrusted with iUi machinery could b 
dislodged from power only by an appeal U 
the reserved right of the people to resist op 
pression, which is inherent in all self-govern 
ing communities. Twoyenrsago this revol 
ntionary policy was emphatically condemne> 
by tbe people at the foils ; but in contemp 
o! that verdict the Republican party has de 
fiantly declared, in its latest .latuoritiUiv 
utterance, that its success in the coni'm] 
elections will mean the enactment or th 
Force bill and the usurpation of despotic 
control over elections in all tbe States. 


Believing that the preservation of a 


publican government in the United States i 
dependent upon the defeat of this policy o 
legalized force and fraud, we invite the snp- 
port of all citizens who desire to see thi 
Constitution maintained in its integrity 
with tbe laws pursuant thereto which hav 
given onr country a hundred years of unex 
ampled prosperity ; and we pledge the Dem 
ocratic party, if it be entrusted with power 
not only to the defeat ol tbe Force bill, bu 
also to relentless opposition to the Repnbli 
can policy of profligate expenditure which 
in the short space of two years, has sqnan 
dercd an enormous surplus, emptied an over 
flowing treasury, after piling new burden 
ol taxation upon the already overtaxed labo 
of the country. 


UNNECESSARY TAXATION. 


We reiterate the oil-repeated doctrines o 


the Democratic party that the necessity o 
tbe government is the only justification fo 
taxation and whenever a tax is unnecessary 
it is unjustifiable; that when Custom House 
taxation is levied upon articles of any kim 
produced in this country the differences be- 
tween the cost of labor here and labor abroad, 
when snch a difference exists, fully meas- 
ures any possible benefit to labor, and the 
enormons additional impositions of the ex 
isting tariff fall with crushing force npon OUL 
farmers and workingman and for the mere 
advantage of the few whom it enriches ex- 
act Irom labor a grossly nnjust share of tbe 
expenses ol the government, and we demand 
snch R revision of trie tariff laws as will re- 
move their iniqnitons inequalities, lighten 
their oppressions and pnt them on a consti 
tntional and equitable basis. 


But in making reduction in taxes it is not 


proposed to injure any domestic industries, 
>ut rather to promote their healthy growth. 
From tbe foundation of this government the 
axes collected at tbe Custom House have 
wen the chief source of federal revenue. 
Such they must continue to be. Moreover, 
many industries have come to rely npon 
egislation for sncce.-sful continuance, so that 
any changes of law must be at every step 
regardful of the labor and capital thus in- 
volved. Tbe process of reform must be snb- 
ect in the execution of this plain dictate of 
nstice. 


We denounce the McKinley tariff law en- 


acted by tbe Fifty-first Congress as the cul- 
minating atrocity of class legislation ; we 
ndorse the efforts made by the Democrats 
of the present Congress to modify its most 
ippressive features in the direction of free 
raw materials and cheaper manufactured 
;oods that enter into general consumption, 
and we promise its repeal as one ot the ben- 
eficent results that will follow tbe action ol 
the people in entrusting power to the Demo- 
cratic party. 


EFFECTS OF THK TARIFF. 


Since the McKinley tariff went into opera- 


tion there have been ten reductions of the 
wages of laboring men to one increase. We 
deny that there has been any increase of 
prosperity to tbe country since the tariff 
wentinto operation and we point to the dull- 
ness and distress, tbe wage reductions and 
strikes in tbe iron trade as the best possible 
evidence that no such prosperity has result- 
ed from the McKinley act. 


We call the attention of thonghtfnl Ameri 


cans to tbe fact that after thirty years of re 
strictive taxes against the importation cf 
breign wealth in exchange for onr agricnl- 
aral snrplns, tbe bomes and farms of the 
conntry have become burdened with a real 
estate mortgage debt of over two thousand 
five hundred million dollars, exclusive of all 
other forms of indebtedness ; that in one ol 
he chief agricultural Slates of the West 
here appears a real estate mortgage debt 
tveragiug $165 per capita of tbe total popn- 
ation ; and that similar conditions and ten- 
dencies are shown to exist in the other agri- 
cnltnral exporting States. We denounce a 
policy which fosters no industry so much as 
t does that of the Sheriff. 


Trade interchange on the basis of recipro- 


cal advantages lo the countries participating 
s a time-honored doctrine of the Democratic 
•ith, but we denounce the sham reciprocity 
which juggles with the people's desire for 
nlarged foreign markets and freer exchanges 
ly pretending to establish closer trade rela- 
ion for a country whose articles of export 
re almost exclnsively agricultural products 
with other countries that are also agricnltnr- 
1, while erecting a Custom House barrier 
f prohibitive tariff taxes against tbe rich 
and the countries of the world that stand 
ready to take onr entire snrplns of products 
nd to exchange therefor oommoditie* which 
re necessaries and comforts o." life among 
onr own people' 


We recognize in the trusts and combina- 
ons which are designed to enable capital to 


necnre more than its just share of the joint 
irodnct of capital and labor a natural conse- 
oenceofthe prohibitive taxes which pre- 
ent the free competition which is the life of 
honest trade, bnt we believe their worst evils 
can be abated bylaw and we demand the 


gid enforcement of lawa made to prevent 


nd control them, together with snch further 
egislation in restraint of their abuses as tx- 
terieuce may show to be necessary. 


DISPOSAL OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


The ttepnhlioan party, while professing a 


tolicy of reserving the public land for smalt 
loldings by actual settlers, has given away 
he people's heritage till now a few railroad 
and non-resident aliens, individnal and cor- 
porate, possesses a larger area than that of 
all onr farms between the two seas. The 
ast Democratic administration reversed the 
mprovident and unwise policy of the Rs- 
mblican paity touching? the public domain, 
and reclaimed from corporations and eyndi 
ales, alien and domeatic, and restored to 
-be people nearly one hnudreJ million acres 
of valuable land to he sacredly held as home- 
steads for onr citizens, and we pledge our- 
selves to continue this policy until every 
acre of land so unlawfully held shall be re- 
claimed and restored to the people. 


We denounce the Republican legislation 


known as the Sherman act of 1890 as a cow- 
ardly makeshift, fraught with possihilities 
of danger in the future, which should make- 
all of its supporters, as well as its author, 
anxious for its speedy repeal. We hold to 
tbe nse of both gold and silver as the stand- 
ard money of the country, and to the coin- 
age of both gold and silver without discrim- 
inating against either metal or charge for 
mintage, bnt the dollar nnit of coinage ol 
both metals must be of equal intrinsic and 
exchangeable value or he adjusted through 
international agreement or by snch safe 
guards of legis'aiton as shall ensure the 
maintenance ol the parity of the two metals 
and the equal power of every dollar at al' 
times in the markets and in the payment o 
debts ; and we demand that all paper cur 
rency shall be kept at par with and redeem 
able in snch coin. 
We insist npon thii 


policy as especially necessary for tbe protec 
tion of tbe farmers and laboring classes, the 
first and most defenseless victims of unstable 
money and a flnctnatirjg currency. 


CIVIL SERVICE EHFOEM. 


We recommend that the prohibitory ten 


per cent, tax on State bank issues he repeal 
ed. 


Public office is a public trust. We real 


firm the declaration of the Democrat! 
National Convention of 1876 for the reform o 
the civil service, and we call forth hones 
enforcement of all laws regulating the sam

We tender our profound and earnest aym 


pathy to those lovers of freedom who ar 
strnggling for home rnle and the great nns 
ot local self-government in Ireland. 


We heartily approve all legitimate tff'irt 


to prevent the United States Irom bein 
used as tbe dumping gronncl for the knowi 
criminals and professional panpersol Enrope 
and we demand the rigid enforcement of th 
laws against Chinese immigration or theim 
portation of foreign workmen under con 
tract to degrade American labor and lesse 
i»s wages, bnt we condemn and rlenonm 
any and all attempts tore-strict theimmigra 
tion of the industrious and worthy of foreig 
lands. 


This convention hereby renews the ex 


pression ol appreciation of the natriotism o 
the soldiers and sailors of the Union in th 
war for its preservation, and we favorjns 
and liberal pensions for all disabled Unio 
soldiers, their widows and dependents, bu 
we demand that work of the Pension Offie 
shall be done industriously, impartially am 
honestly.

position as a national undertaking of vas 
importance, in which the Genera] Govern 
ment has invited the co-operation of all thi 
powers of the world, and appreciating thi 
acceptance by many of the invitation ex 
tended, and the broadest liberal efforts being 
made by them to contribute to the grandeu 
of the undertaking, we are ot the opinion 
that Congress shonld rn-jke such nece'-san 
financial provision as shall be requisite to 
the maintenace of the national honor an'" 
public laitb. 


Popular education being the only safe 


basis of popular suffrage, we recommend to 
the several States most liberal appropriations 
for the public schools. Free common schools 
are the nursery of good government anc 
they have always received the fostering care 


' the Democratic party, which favors esvery 


means of incieasing intelligence. Freedom 
of education being an essential of civil anc 
religions liberty, as well es a necessity for 
the development of intelligence, must not 
be interfered with nnder any pretext what- 
ever.

The most fearful wreck which ha 


ever occurreel in ITarrisburg took pl 
early Satniday morning. T,'ie first sec 
tion of the Western expres-i. which i 
due there soon after midnight, was Hag 
get! below the city because it was verj 
late. The second section came thunder 
ing along at the rate of forty-five mile 
an hour and dashed into the first sec 
tion, killing ten andinjurmi; some fifty 
a number of which have died. 


The Western Express, which leave 


Philadelphia at 9.3J p. m., was late 
Friday night and ran in two sections 
The first section, composed of six coacli 
es and the Webtinglion.se prhate car 
came through to the Dock street bridge 
tower, where it was held until it coulc. 
enter the Union depot. In the meat 
time the second section came along, auc 
receiving the signal at the Steelton tow- 
er to go ahead, went into the block and 
ran at high speed. Rounding a curve 
its engineer saw the crash was inevita- 
ble. 
He applied the brakes but it was 


too late, and the engine plowed lial: 
through the Westinghouse private car 
which is very heavy and strongly built. 
It in turn telescoped two of the othei 
cars, which were filled with passengers. 
In an instant the wildest confusion pre- 
vailed, and the air was tilled with the 
shrieks of the (lying and wounded men, 
women and children. 
A deluging rair 


descended and almost drowned those 
who were injured. 
One of thecars took 


fire, and those still alive were panic 
stricken. An alarm was sounded, and 
in a few moments the whole city fire de- 
partment responded and the 
flames 


were quenched. For .squares the cries 
of the wounded could be heard, and the 
scene presented was a heart-rending 
one. 


The responsibility seems to attach to 


II. S. Hayes, of York county, a young 
operator, who was on duty in the Steel- 
ton tower and failed to notify tht 
second section that the first had not yet 
left the block. At the Coroner's in- 
quest he admitted this fact and was 
taken to jail, almost crazed with the 
fearful results of his failure to comply 
with the rules.

ITS RESTRICTION ASTU PREVENTION— 


RULES ISSUED BY THE BOARD 
or HEALTH. 


The Maryland State Board of Ilealt 


appreciating the dangerous nature 
this disease, and its extreme contag 
iousness, bas issued a document on 
subject for the guidance of the public 
the strict observance of which will ma 
terially tend to restrict its spread. It 
therefore a matter of vital importanc 
that every householder should withoi 
delay see that his premises and sur 
roundings are thoroughly cleaned an 
abundantly disinfected; not alone wher 
the disease now actually exists, bu 
everywhere within the limits of th 
town, whether under individual or co 
porate management and jurisdiction 
The following are the most salien 
points relating to the subject of preven 
tion of diphtheria as issued by the Stai 
Board, and it is greatly to be hoped th 
public will be promptly guided by them 


1. When a child or a young perso 


has a sore throat, and especially if 
has fever, it should immediately be ke] 
separated from all other persons, c> 
cept necessary attendants, until it 
ascertained whether or not it has dip] 
theria or some other communicable d 
sease. 


2. Every person known to be sic 


with diphtheria should be promptly an 
thoroughly isolated from the public; n 
more persons than are actually nece 
sary should have charge of or visit th 
patient, and they should be restricte 
in their intercourse with other person 


3. Plain and distinct notices shou' 


he placed upon the premises orhousi 
in which there is a person sick wit 
diphtheria, and no child should be 
lowed to enter. 


4. The room into which one sick wit 


diphtheria is placed should previous' 
be cleared of all needless clothing, ca 
pets, drapery and other materials likel 
to harbor the poison of the disease 
The room should constantly receive 
liberal supply of fresh air, without cu 
rente or draughts directly upon the pa 
tient. It will be well also to have sun 
shine directly into the room. 


5. The discharges from the throa 


nose and mouth are extremely liable t 
communicate the disease, and should b 
received in vessels containing a stron 
disinfectant, or on soft rags or pieces o 
cloth which should immediately 
burned. 


6. The clothing, towels, bed linen 


etc., on removal from the patieni 
should itt once, More removal from th 
rriom. be placed in a pail or tub of hoi 
ing-hot zinc solution, made in proper 
tion as follows: Water, one gallon; su 
phate of zinc, four ounces; commo 
salt, two ounces. 


7. Xurses and attendants should b 


required to keep themselves and the 
patient as clean as possible; their ow 
hands should frequently be washed an 
disinfected by chlorinated soda. 


8. All persons recovering from dip! 


theria should be considered dangerous 
therefore such a person should not b 
permitted to associate with others, o 
to attend school, church, or any publi 
assembly until the throat and any sore 
which may have been on the lips 
nose are healed, nor until in the judg 
inent of a careful and intelligent phys 
cian he can do so without endangerin 
others; nor until after all his clothin. 
has l«en thoroughly disinfected, an* 
this without regard to the time whicl 
has elapsed since recovery if the time i 
less than one year. JVbr should a perto 
from premises in which there is or ha 
been a case of diphtheria attend an> 
school, Sunday school, church or pxibli 
assembly, or be permitted by the health 
authorities or by the school board to dc 
so, until after disinfection of such prem 
ises and of the clothing worn by sucl 
person, if it shall have been exposed to 
the contagion of the disease. 


9. The body of a person who has died 


of diphtheria should be washed with 
zinc solution of double the strengtl 
stated in paragraph (>, then wrapped in 
a sheet wet with the zinc solution, am 
at once be buried. In no case should 
the body be exposed to view. 


10. If other precautions are taken 


this is unnecessary, especially if para- 
graph 9 has been observed. No public 
funeral should be held at a house i 
which there is a case of diphtheria, nor 
in which a death from diphtheria has 
recently occurred. Except under ex- 
traordinary precautions there should be 
no public funeral of a person who has 
died from diphtheria. No child should 
attend, and it would be better in most 
cases that few adults should attend a 
funeral of a person dead of diphtheria. 


11. After a death or recovery from 


diphtheria, the room in which there has 
been a case o£ diphtheria, whether fatal 
or not, should, with all its contents, be 
thoroughly disinfected by exposure 
for several hours to strong fumes of 
burning sulphur, and then, if possible, 
it should for several hours or days be 
exposed to currents of fresh air. 


a. Because of the innumerable ways 


in which the contagion may be scattered 
about the house and premises where 
there had been a case of diphtheria, the 
entire house and outbuildings, including 
cellar, garret, woodshed and privy, will 
usually need to be disinfected. 


b. Koonis to be disinfected must be 


vacated. 
Heavy clothing, blankets, 


bedding and other articles which can- 
not be treated with the zinc solution, 
should be spread out so as to be thor- 
oughly exposed during fumigation, 
•which should take place in the room 
where the clothing, etc., has been used 
in connection with the patient. For a 
room about ten feet square, at least 
three pounds of sulphur should be used; 
for larger rooms, proportionately in- 
creased quantities, at the rate of three 
pounds for each 1,000 cubic feet of air 
space. 


c. Close all openings to the room, 


place the sulphur in an iron pan sup- 
ported upon bricks, set it on fire by hot 
coals or with the aid of a spoonful of 
alcohol lighted by a match, be careful 
not to breathe the fumes of the burning 
sulphur, and when certain the sulphur 
is burning well, leave the room, close 
the door, and allow t!ie room to be clos- 
ed for several hours. 


d. Care should be taken to secure the 


complete burning of as much of the sul- 
phur as is possible. Por this purpose 
the iron pan or pot in which the sulphur 
is to be placed may previously be heated, 
or placed in the room over hot coals in 
• ftaa of ashes set upon bricks. To 
avoid danger of fire the iron pot or pan 
in which the sulphur is burned should 
be fine from any leak, and it may be 
pltoed over water in a tub or pan. 


e. Cellars, yards, stables, gutters, pri- 


vicH,c«« pools, water closets, drains, 
•ewers, ete., should be frequently and 
liberally treated with copperas—one and 
a-haU pounds of copperas to one gallon 
cf water. 


f. It w *«/ to bum all articles which

Articles to be burned should be thor- 
oughly and quickly burned, so as not to 
diffuse the poison. If the burning Is 
done in the open ail it should be far from 
dwellings and by a quick, strong fire. 
Articles too valuable to be destroyed 
should be exposed for one hour to a dry 
heat of from 240° F. to 250° F., or be 
treated as follows: 


g. Cotton, linen, flannels, blankets, 


etc., should be treated with the boiling 
hot zinc solution, introducing them piece 
by piece, securing thorough wetting and 
boiling for at least half an hour. Heavy 
woolen clothing, silks, furs, stuffed bed- 
covers, beds and other articles which 
cannot be treated with the zinc solution, 
should be hung in the room during fu- 
migation, pockets being turned inside 
out and the whole garment being thor- 
oughly exposed. 
Afterwards 
they 


should be hung in the open air, beaten 
and shaken. Carpets are best fumigat- 
ed on the floor, but should afterward be 
removed to the open air and thoroughly 
beaten. 
Pillows, beds, stuffed mat- 


tresses, upholstered furniture, etc., after 
being disinfected on the outside, may 
be cut open and their contents again ex- 
posed to fumes of burning sulphur. In 
no case should the thorough disinfection 
of clothing, bedding, &c., be omitted. 
Infected clothing and bedding have been 
known to communicate 
diphtheria 


months after their infection. 


12. Disinfection of a room alwavs 


necessitates vacating it, and sometimes 
makes it impossible to remain in ad- 
joining rooms, therefore in some cases 
it seems essential to have hospital tents 
or other temporary shelter for the in- 
mates of infected houses, where bathing, 
disinfection and washing can be done 
while such houses are being disinfected 
and put in order. On this subject local 
boards of health should be consulted 
and should be prepared to act. 


A HOUSE'S head indicates his charac- 


ter very much ao a man's does. Vice is 
shown in the eye and mouth; intelli- 
gence in the breadth between the ears 
and between the eyes; spirit in the eye 
and in the nose, ia the mobile nostrils, 
and active ear. The size of the eye, the 
thinness of the skin, making the face

Tnis is the month for setting out the

edge on the sunny sides of the rows for 
shade until the plants are well xmder 
way.

IT is a good plan on many accounts to 


turn the hogs in the orchard often dur 
ing the ripening season. They gathe 
up all refuse apples, and with them 
many worms and insects that, if allow 
ed to gain a foot-hold, would in a shor 
time destroy the value of the orchard 
We can but believe that fruit is a 
healthy for the pig as for his owner 
T»lth the advantage to the former tha 
he is not as choice as to the quality a^ 
his owner, which makes him valuable as 
a gleaner, turning into healthy mea 
much that would otherwise be lost. 


CONSIDERABLE complaint is made bj 


Western fruit growers of the ravages o 
the apple cnrculio. This insect is simi 
lar in its work to the plum curculio, but 
is distinct from it. Jarring the trees 
does not dislodge it as it will the plum 
curculio, aside from the fact that apple 
trees, after a few years, attain a size 
which makes jarring impossible. Keep- 
ing pigs in the orchards to eat the fruit 
as it falls is the best remedy for this, as 
it is for the apple maggot. 


WHEN a horse is sold we sell three 


things—feed, care and skill, The first 
two every fanner furnishes, but skill is 
never possessed by the indifferent breed 
er, still it is the measure of our success. 
It costs as much to raise a $100 horse as 
one worth $500, but the skill whchi costs 
little or nothing brings the extra $400, 
which is mostly profit.—JTat.
